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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . 37 CFR 1,176 Examination of reissue. 

(b) Restriction between subject matter of the original patent claims and previously unclaimed 
subject matter may be required (restriction involving only subject matter of the original patent 
claims will not be required). If restriction is required, the subject matter of the original patent 
claims will be held to be constructively elected unless a disclaimer of all the patent claims is 
filed in the reissue application, which disclaimer cannot be withdrawn by applicant. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-61, and 71-83, 85-98, 101-114 drawn to a steerable machine, classified 
in class 180, subclass 9.46. 

II. Claims 62-66, 68-70, 99-100, drawn to a method of operating a machine, 
classified in class 180, subclass 411. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 

§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced 
with another materially different product since it does not require the particulars of either claims 
1 or 9. Therefore, for example, a machine without rollable supports having chassis and a yoke, 
or one using electric actuators could be used. 
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Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "control circuit" (claim 103) must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement. sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 103 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 103 it is unclear what element the "control circuit" is referring to. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-1 1,48-54,56-61,71-83,85-98 and 101-1 14 are allowed.
